TRE LIFE SAVER 


Former Miss O’Brien Says He 
Has Admitted He Married 
Her for Money. 





ASSAILS HIS CHARACTERL 





Alleges She Does Not Know 
His Whereabouts and Asks 
Service by Publication. 





Declaring that her husband gave out 
the news of their marriage after agree- 
ing to keep it a secret for a time; Mrs. 
Helen O’Brien Howland, daughter of the 
late John J. O'Bricn, filed sult Saturday 
in the Circuit Court for a divorce from 
John A. Howland. 

Howland is the life saver to whom 
Helen O’Brien was married at Avon, N. 
J., last sumimer while she was spending 
her vacation at Spring Lake, N. J. 

Mrs. Howland says she docs not know 
his present whereabouts, and asks that 
service be had on kim by publication. 

The petition alleges that Howland is 
a man of bad moral character, and 
that he has subjected his 
dignities. Mrs. Howland ‘alleges that 
he has several times told her that he 
married her for her money, and on 
several occasions asked her for money 
to start in business. 

Mrs. Howland says in her petition 
that she had not lived with Howland 
since the marriage. Sh says her hus- 
band has failed to support or provide 
for her. 

The petition says they were married 
Aug. 26, 1910, at Avon, N. J., after agree- 
ing that the matter should be kept a se- 
eret for some time. Immediately after 
the ceremony Wag perforrned, Howland 
told reporters of the marriage and gave 
it wide publicity, the petition says, 

This -humillated her among friends, 
and strangers at the summer resort, she 
says. 

Mrs. Howland says the suit for $100,00) 
filéd in St. Louig against her mother 
and sister, charging them with allenat- 
ing her affections from him was an in- 
dignity, and that the allegations were 
untrue. 2 

She said she could have left her 
mother and sister to return to her hus- 
band if she wished, but had no desire to 
do so. : 

Helen O’ Brien, daughter of Mrs, Rose 
Cartan O’Brien, was married to John 
A. Howldtd, a professional life saver 
of Spring Lake, N. J., Aug. 26, 1910. 
After a Catholic priest at Spring Lake 
had refused to perform the ceremory 
because Howland was not a Catholic, 
they went to Avon, N. J., and had;the 
marriage performed by a Baptist min- 
ister. 

After the marriage Mrs. ,Howland 
went back to her parents; with the in- 
tention of keeping the marriage secret. 
The news leaked out. Mrs. O’Brien 
was angry, and sent her daughter home 
to keep her away from ,Howland. 

Howland followed hér to St, Louis 
and sought to induce her to live with 
him. A reconciliation had ‘been al- 
most effected when a letter was re- 
ceived from a girl in Philadelphia, 
claiming that she had been engaged 
to Howland and that he was under 
obligations to marry her. 

This . letter resulted in Mrs. How- 
land declaring that she would have 
nothing more to do with Howland. She 
made a. public confession to the Rev. 
Peter J. O’Rourke of; St. Mark’s Ca- 
tholic Church, repudiating Howland 
and announcing that she would seek to 
annul the marriage.

BY CORONER FOR 





AILLING HUSBAND 





Bride of Five Months.Not at In- 
quest Because of Her Mental 
Condition. 


The Coroner’s inquest into the killing 
of Leo B. James of 4457A Lexington 
avenue by Mrs. Alma Palmer James, 
his bride.of five months, failed to de- 
velop the reason that prompted Mrs. 
James to shoot her husband three times 
while he slept. The Coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict of homicide, holding 
Mrs. James responsible. for the killing. 

On the advice of Supt. Baur of the 
city hospital, 
mitted to attend the inquest. 
clared her willingness to 


She de- 
go, but the 
hospital physicians said she was labor- 


ing under such great nérvous tension 
that it would be dangerous to _per- 
mit her to hear the tragedy rehearsed. 

The report of Post Mortem Physician 
Hartmann did not show that James’ 
health was impaired. The physician 
said, however, that his examination was 
not conclusive. 

Mrs. Belle Alcorn of 299% North New- 
stead avenue, testified that Mrs. James 
told her that she feared she had been 
greatly wronged by her husband. Mrs. 
Alcorn said she advised Mrs. James to 
seek medical advice. but so far as the 
witness knew she did not do it. 


Talked Much of Her Troubles. 


“She seemed to be much perturbed,’’ 
Mrs. Alcorn testified. “She spent all of 
Thursday afternoon at our home and 
she’ seemed to be despondent. She had 
talked. with me frequently about her 
troubles. 

“For several weeks Mr. and Mrs. 
James had been eating their dinner 
at our home, I noticed that they had 
nothing to say to each other at the 
dinner table Thursday. About 8 p. 
m, ‘James got up to go home. He 
sugested that Mrs. James stay at our 
home and that Dr. 
with him. ‘Mrs. James was lying on 
the lounge. She sprang up and egaid 
sl.e was going home as she had bus:i- 
ness to attend to. - 
“Mrs. James appeared to be rational 
while she was at our home. She had 
complained of a headache during the 
afternoon and Mrs. Fronie James, her 
mother-in-law, gave her a powder to 
relieve the pain.”’ 

Areused at 2:15 A. M. 


Dr. Floyd Alcorh corroborated many 
of his wife’s statement. He said at 


2:15 a. m. Friday he heard the door: 


bell ring four times, He knew ‘t was 
some member of the family, as the 
four rings was a signal used by the 
family to distinguish the members from 
his dential patients. 

“When I opened the door Mrs. James 
rushed in,” the physician testified. 

‘*‘Oh, Floyd,’ she cried, ‘I've shot 
Leo.’ 

‘*TIs Len dead?’ I asked. 

‘T don’. know,’ she replied. 

*‘*What did you shoot him with?’ 

“A revolver.’ 

“*Where did you get the revolver?’ 

‘“ ‘IT bought it.’ 

‘Mrs. James then tried to get to my 
office, where she knew f kept drugs 
used in my practice. I stopped her. 
My wife tried to learn why Alma had 
shot Leo, but she refused to tell any- 
thing. 

Found James Dead. 


“She gave me a key, and I went to 
the Lexington avenue (flat. I found 
James dead in bed, with the covers 
drawn over him. There was no evidence 
of a struggle.” 

Policenian Edward A. McCornish tes- 
tified that he took Mrs."James from the 
Alcorn home to the James home on Lex- 
ington avenue, and waited for her to 
dress. He said she appeared calm, but 
two other policemen, Patrolmen Looney 
and Volk; testified that she appeared to 
be greatly excited. .

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How Burns Traced 
Anonymous Letter 
URNS’ ebility to trace anonymous 
letters has been shown in caseé 
so remarkable as to present the 
likeness of fiction. A man wrote 
from Detroit, threatening the life of 
the British Ambassador at Washington 
if the Boer War did not cease. Burns 
took the letter, which was.without any 
identifying mark beyond the Detroit 
postmark, went to Detroit and found 
the writer, ‘a telegraph operator. 

He afterwards explained to the mysti- 
fied Englisn diplomat that it was easy 
enough to tind the man. All he had to 
do was to visit the offices of the two 
telegraph companies in Detroit and find 
a man who recognized the.man’s hand- 
writing. : 

“But why a telegrapher?” the Ambas- 
sador excla:.ned. 

Burns poinied to the letter. “See how 
those words run together,” he: said. 
“Telegraphers get into a habit of writ- 
ing that way.” 

In the progress “of the ‘Janda fraud 
cases, he tuck an anonymous .letter re- 
ceived by Secretary Hitchcock, contain- 
ing certain information, and by his 
thorough «ciuaintance with those who 
knew about the case, and with the exact 
amount of facts known to each of them, 
worked by a process of elimination— 
his favorit? method—to a point where 
he found the letter writer and made him 
a witness. 


The Mystery of the 
Perfect Counterfeit 


NE of Burns’ biggest achieve- 
ments, and one which set his 
intellect to work against the in- 
tellects of the shrewdest of 

criminals, was the capture of Arthur 
Taylor and B. S. Bredell, counterfeiters, 
in the famous Monroe head case of 
1898-99. 7 

A remarkable counterfeit of the Mon- 
roe head $100 silver certificate appeared 
in Philadelphia. So well was it made 
that it fooled all but one of the Treas- 
ury Department’s experts, the rest de- 
claring it genuine. Soaked in water, 
the bill fell apart in two strips. 

Assigned to the case, Burns set about 
to learn, if necessary, the names of all 








: che men. in the United States—the num- 


ber was necessarily small—who would 
be capable of doing such work. Search- 
ing first in Philadelphia, he narrowed 
the test there down to Taylor, Brede!l!l 
and two others. The two others proved 
to be above suspicion, and Burns set 
his men to watch Taylor.and Bredeli. 
These two conducted an engraving 
| Plant and charged such high prices that 
they had little or no outside work. 
Burns rented the nearest available 
quarters, and his men watched every 
movement of the engravers. The vigil 
was kept up from February, 1898, to 
April, 1899. 
Weuer the two engravers went to 
Lancaster, Pa., Burns’ men fol- 
lowed them, and it was soon discovered 
that they were making Counterfeit in- 
ternal revenue stamps for a firm of 


their bogus money. 
The Internal Revenue Department, in- 
formed in due time of Burns’ dis- 
covery, demanded immediate avrests, 
but was overruled, Burns begging for 
time.to work on the bigger crime. So 
the cigar factory was allowed to go on 
using the bogus stamps. 
Burns went to Lancaster and began 
a series of semi-burgiarious entrances 
to the cigar factory, made at midnight. 
and at noon, when the establishment 
was customarily closed for lunch. He 
found the paper for the counterfeit 
stamp, shipped from a paper mill to the 
factory in tobacco crates. : 


Burns’ chief anxiety was to get such 
evidence that the counterfeiters could 
not “hold up” the Government in the 
usual fashion, and get immunity by 
giving up their plates. He meant to get 
the plates and the men, too, And he 
did this by a bold stroke. Having sat- 
ised himself that the plates were at 
the time hidden in the. cigar factory, 
he seized Taylor and Bredell, caused 
them to believe that the cigar makers 
had turned witnesses against them, and 
immediately after arrested the cigar 
men. Threatening to tear down the 
building, brick by brick, if necessary 
in the search for the plates, he at 
length forced one of the cigar men to 
reveal the hiding place of the dangerous 
plates in the factory wall. 

AYLOR and Bredell were sent to 
Moyamensing prison, and there 
formed the idea of making new plates, 
to serve cs the basis for new negotia- 
tions for their freedom. They could 
not give bail in the high amount re- 
quired, so performed the amazing fea: 
of making plates and. printing a coun- 
terfeit $20 bill in prison, one man work- 
ing behind a screen while the other 
slept. 

Burns traced the $20 note to ‘Taylor 
and Bredell, but prison officials ridi- 
culed the suggestion that they had 
been made in the institution. Burne 
established his theory, and, withour 
freeing the men, he got the plates, 
which were found buried in-the grave 
of Taylor's father. He refused to re- 
veal the entire process by which the 
men did their work in prison, saying it 
would be dangerous to give such knowl- 
edge to the public, but he degiared that 
the ingenious pair had perrorméed the 
seemingly impossible feat of photog- 
raphy without a camera, and had print- 
ed their counterfeits with a device re- 
sembling a clothes wringer. An

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| DETECTIVE OF SORT 
FOUND IN FICTION. 


.pILLIAM JOHN BURNS, who 
W conducted the investigation 
which led to the arrest of 
the McNamaras and the eonfes- 
sion of McManigal in the Los An- 
geles dynamiting - mystery, is @ 
detective of the sort that fiction 
has made famous. He has not fol- 
lowed the false-whisker and slouch 
hat methods of some of the “Old 
- Sleuth’’ romances, but has achieved 
real results in big cases by pro- 
cesses as ingenious as any of 
Holmes or Lecocq. 

Burns is 50 years old, and has 
been in detective work since he 
left school. For 22 years, up to 
1903, he ,was in- the United States 
secret service, and succeeded. in 
breaking up gang after gang of 
counterfeiters. His last and big- 
gest achievement in the service 
‘of the Federal Government was 
the exposing of the land: frauds 
in the Northwest. 

It was because of his success in 
the land cases that he was called 
on to undertake the San Francisco 
graft cases, and he got results in 
the doubly-stricken city with a 
completeness rarely equaled in mu- 
nicipal house cleanings. 














How He Led Abe 
Ruef to Confess 





F William J. Burrlgs had done noth- 
ing but make Abe Ruef confess in 
the San Francisco graft cases he 
would have become known as 

among the foremost of American de- 
tectives. But if he had not previously 
handled cases of the highest impor- 
tence he would undoubtedly have failed 
in the San Francisco case. For it made 
the severest requirements on his abil- 
ity and his experience, gained in a long 
succession of difficult tasks. 

Side by side with his work in the 
Oregon land fraud cases, the Ruef af- 
fair ranks as the biggest of Burns’ 
achievements. It is perhaps the one in 
which he has shown the most pride. 

In India, where truthfulness is not 
universal, there used to be a peculiar 
test for the veracity of witnesses in 
court. The face of an experienced per- 
)jurer would never show a trace of guilt 
as the untruths poured from his lips— 
but when he lied, his bare toes would 
move. If he was a .hardened liar, the 
wiggling would be faint; if a novice it 
might be strong and spasmodic, but al- 
ways there “sas the betraying motion 
to betoken the uneasiness of the liar. 

Burns’ dealings have all been with 
men who wear shoes, but few men have 
ever successfully lied to him. And few 
men have started by lying to him who 
have not ended by telling the truth. 


Rover lied more to Burns, and kept 
the whole truth back longer, than 
any other big criminal the detective 
ever dealt with. For that reason, per- 
haps, his case became Burns’ favorite. 
Burns has said that he never planned in 
his life as he oid to get Ruef’s confes- 
sion. 

Ruef did not “come through’ with 
mere sweating or third degree work 
She evidence of corruption in the 
French restaurant case and in other 
cases worked up by Burns and his as- 
sociates was strong against him before 
the veteran detective tried to talk se- 
riously to him about confessing. 


While Burns had muci evidence 
against Ruef, he had by no méans all 
he wanted. But he did not hesitate to 
use a familiar police expedient, and 
pretend that he knew more than he 
did. 

“We'll convict you,” he told the 
trapped boss, “in the French restaurant 
cases, the gas case, the prizefight case, 
the United Railways case and the tele- 
phone case. 

“We'll prove,” he went on, “that you 
handed the money to Gallagher, and 
that he passed it on to the supervis- 
ors.’ ¢ 

Although Burns had not got to a 
point where he could prove Gallagher's 
part in the affair, he felt safe in telling 
Ruef so, for the boss was in a private 
house in the custody of the elisor, an 
official whom Burns trusted, He had 
been kept out of the county jail for 
the reason that Burns did not trust the 
jail management, which was considered 
friendly to the Schmitz-Ruef combina- 
tion. 

He left Ruef to think it over, and re- 
turned a few days later. The piecemeal 
confessions began coming, involving 
first Ruef's chief cmfederate, Mayor 
Sohmitz, then a traction attorney, whom 
he had shown an especial desire to 
shield, 

HEN Ruef's trial approached he 
capitulated and announced to 
Burns thet he had decided to make a 
clean breast of everything. Burns, who 
had found Ruef shifty beyond all men 
be had ever dealt with, doubted the 
Loss’ ability to make a very clean 
breast of anything. Repeatedly, before 
he- would lsten to the confession, he 
stipulated: that all must be told, no one 
protected and no detail suppressed. For 
one man, his friend, the traction attor- 
ney, Ruef pleaded. He called the at- 
torney’s part a “little matter’’ which 
need not be included, but Burns insisted 
on bearing all and eventually bine hear 
all. 

Ruef told piecemeal how he aistrib- 
uted, bribes. to the supervisors in the 
fight cases, how he drew $1200 a month 
salary from the gas company, and got 
$20,000 for services in an ordinance rais-

N his investigation, more than eight

Wilkie promptly put Burns 
on the job. 


Burns went to work without the io3s 


Washington Land Office, learning down 
to the smallest detail the routine and 
methods in vogue in the office for the 
registration and settlement of the Gpv- 
ernment’s unoccupied public lands. In 


thought the matter over and over, final- 
ly forming a theory as to how the land- 
grabbers were working. His theory was 
correct. 

Following out his ideas on the subject 
he went one day to J. J. Barnes, wno 
had been employed in the Land Ofdace 
for 3% years, and who was trusted ab- 
solutely by his superiors. Burns had a 
talk with Barnes. “Although the inter- 
view was not a long one, he obtained a 
confession from the “trusted clerk” 
which gave Detective Burns a great 
start in his work. He had broken the 
net, so to speak, at its very apex. 

In the meantime, Arthur B. Pugh, an 
attorney in the Interior Department, 
and Harry E. Steece, a special agent of 
the Land Office, had been sent to Cari- 
fornia to find ‘out the extent of the 
frauds. They came back to Washington 
and reported them to be gigantic. Then 
Burns went West. 

OON after F. A. Hyde, John A. Ben- 
S son, Hen P. Diamond and Joost H. 
Schneider were indicted for conspfracy 
to defraud the United States of large 
portions of its lands. 

From California and its graft, Burns’ 
track led into Oregon, and here, where 
many acfes of school lands had been 
fradulently obtained, as in California, 
Frank H. Walgamott, who lived in Ore- 
gan, made a confession that brought 
about the conviction of ‘Clyde Lloyd, ,8. 
A. D. Puter, Horace G. McKinley, Em- 
ma L.. Watson and D. W. Tarpley. 
From this beginning all the large tim- 
be? land prosecutions in Oregon were 
begun. It is charged that a Portland 


Minnesota had acquired more than 300,- 
000 acres in Oregon. 

After the conviction of Puter. Mce- 
Kinley and other confessions were ob- 
tained from some of these men by 
Burns and it wag from*them that the 
story was told of the bribing of United 
States Senator John H. Mitchell of 
Portiand, with two $1000 bills at Wash- 
ington, It was also on the statements 
of the men that Franklin Mays, a State 
Senator from Portland was indicted.

Chicago Retail President Takes 
Reporter With Him on Trip 
to Buy Loins. 


STOCK LOWER, MEAT SAME 


Practical Demonstration Shows 
How Waste and Shrinkage 
' Absorbes Profits.

CHICAGO, April 29.—Retail dealers 
in meat and the packing-house propri- 
etors are each accusing the other of be- 
ing responsible for the price of beef 
being out of proportion to the price of 
cattle. 

Everett C. Brown of the Brown-St. 
John Co., commission men at the Union 
Stockyards, said in an interview that 
high meat prices were due to retail 
dealers insisting on too much profit. He 


is. also quoted as saying: 

“We attribute a great deal of the 
present stagnation in the cattle market 
to the fact that the retail butchers will 
not cut prices to correspond with the 
way they can buy their meat wholesale 
from the packers. Reta butchers 
throughout Chicago are. a worse trust 
than many of the big interests. They 
are holding prices now to the high level. 
If they were willing to sell their meats 
at a reasonable profit the consumption 
of all grades would increase nearly 
per cent. The finest beef loins can be 
bought from the packers at 13% cents a 
pound.”’ 

Butchers Offer Contrary Proof. 

The publication of this interview 
brought the butchers to the front with 
emphatic denials, and -Edward Levey, 
president of the North Side Master 
Butchers’ Association, took a reporter 
with him when he made a tour of the 
wholesale meat houses buying and pric- 
ing meat in wholesale quantities. At 
only one place, an “independent’’ con- 
cern, was a loin offered at the 134%-cent 
price quoted. It was not first class. At 
the Swift depot 15 cents was asked 
and at the Armour depot 16 cents. 

. At each of these places it was admuit- 
ted that a loin should be hung up for 
eight or ten days before being cut, dur- 
ing which period it will shrink about 
two pounds and will accumulate a mold. 
to remove whicn causes another two- 
pound loss. This means about a cent a 
pound additional as the real price paid 
for a loin. Levey says his profits on re- 
tailing a loin are 2 per cent, out of 
which he must pay all of his expenses, 
rent, salaries, etc. 

Lesson in Bacon Selling. 

To illustrate the profit in bacon he 
bought a pleee weighing seven .pounds 
for 23 cents a pound. This he trims and 
glices, after which ‘it weighed but six 
pounds. It was worth in his market 30 
cents a pound, a profit of 19 cents on 
the investment, not counting the ex- 
pense of handling. 


practical test of meat prices in the 
packing-house depots the marke: at 
the Union Stockyards averaged $5.99 for 
hogs, the lowest price paid for several 
months. Cattle were bought for $ and 
$6.15 a hundred, which was about $2 a 
hundred less than the market a year 
ago. 

Levey says the prices to the retailer

PIPE MINE IN WEST 


New Mill Aids Owners to Utilize 
Hitherto Valueless New 


Mexico Product. 


HANOVER, N. M., Aprfl 29.—Prepa-“- 
tions are being made to utilize the 
large deposits of meerschaum near here 
an an extinsive scale. It is announced 
that a mill will be erected to extract 
and refine the product. The statement 
is made that it will be the first mill 
if its kind in the world, 

Owing to the nature of the deposit 
or formation, the meerschaum product 
here is not suitable for working and util- 
zation In the manner that is practiced 
in the mines in Europe. 
ration work in this district the. Ameri- 
can Meerschaum Co., which owns the 
deposit, found that the meeschaum ex- 
ists in«grains instead of solid blocks. 
The company has done some business 
in grinding the product and shipping 
it to New York where it was solidi- 
fled and made into-~-pipes. 

Experiments have shown that the 
meerschaum here can be made more 
valuable by being put through a treat- 
ing process which refines it. A mill 
has been designed to accomplish this 
result and it will soon be installed. C. 
W. Osterwald, consulting engineer of 
the company, has devoted some time 
to study of the matter and he believes 
that he has’ finally solved the prob- 
lem of adding greatly to the commercial 
value. of the product.

At Request of Son-in-Law Gov- 
ernor Sends. Papers and De- 
mands Immediate Action.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 29.—Gov. 
‘Hadley today forwarded a copy of tes- 
‘ timony taken by the Coroner in the 
case of Henry Willmore of St. Louis, 
an inmate of the Farmington Hospital 
Yor the Insane, to the Prosecuting <At- 
‘torney of St. Francois County. With 
the copy of the testimony was a letter 


from the Governor, requesting the 
Prosecuting Attorney to make such in- 
vestigation as the facts seemed to war- 
vTant, unless the attendant named in the 
verdict as being responsible for the 
death of Willmore was- given a pre- 
liminary hearing and exonerated. 

The death of Willmore occurred three 
years ago and the attention of the 
Governor was called to the circum- 
stances surrounding it.by R. J. Steven- 
son of 501 Columbia Theater Building, 
St. Louis, whose wife is a daughter of 
Willmore. At that time Supt. Har- 
‘Tison, predecessor of Dr. Keaney, was 
in charge at Farmington and Joseph 
W. Folk was Governor. 

From the statements made by Steven- 
son to the Goyernor it appears that two 
fniquests were held on the body of Will- 
more. The first one resulted in the fol- 
lowing verdict: ‘“‘Came to his death from 
violence and felony and injuries inflict- 
ed by ——— without just cause or provo- 
cation.” 

R. F.. Stevenson asserts that his fa- 
ther-in-law had been in the hospital 
only eight days when he was beaten to 
‘Geath. One night the guards told the 
old man to take off his clothes and he 
refused. Then they tried to force him 
and the old man showed fight. A 
guard struck the old man with a club, 
Stevens says, breaking six ribs on the 
right side. He was left all night with- 
out medical attention, and in the morn- 
ing was found in the bathroom in a dy- 
ing condition. 

This verdict was signed by Jus- 
tice of the Peace and Acting Coroner 
J. P; Zolman’ and the following ju- 
rors: Josiah Bruett, John Murrell, H. 
8S. Cote, W. J. Alexander and W, D. 
McBryde. 

The following day another inquest 
was held, according to Stevenson, and 
at this hearing it was found that Will- 
more’s death was accidental. The at- 
tendant is named in the first verdict, 
but Gov. Hadley has not made the 
man’s name public pending inquiry into 
the charges. 

Willmore was 78 years old, and it fs 
alfeged- by Stevensow he was beaten to 
death while an inmate.

|CENTRAL PARK WAY SU GGESTED TO. 
_ MAKE ST. LOUIS A CITY BEAUTIFUL 
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mittee Would Run It 


From Twelfth Street, Along Chestnut 
Street, to Grand Avenue.

The proposed parkway would take in 
the ground between Market and Chest- 
nut streets,,from Twelfth street to 
Twentieth street, and west of Twe1- 
tieth street extend in a direct line aloo, 
Chestnut street and Lawton avenue to 
Grand avenue. The association makes 
no suggestion as to the probable cost 
of ‘the improvement, but declares. it 
should be made as soon as practicable 
because of the constantly eng 
value of real estate. 

Henry Wright, secretary of the assc- 
ciation, in his report on the central 
parkway, said: 

“The tentative plan for a central park- 
way embodies some ideas which havc 
been advanced before, but goes farther. 
It would seem to include in a most for- 
tunate manner apts: - for a number 
of much needed improvements, and by 
binding them in a unit, would have 
the added advantage of the enhance- 
ment of each by the re Beek of the 
others. 

City Buildings as Nucleus. 

“These improvements, which it is sug- 
gested should extend at least from 
Twelfth street to Grand avenue would 
form a wide plaza. for a public build- 
ings group, with the present cify hall 
and Municipal Courts as a nucleus for 
further city. buildings. This being car- 
ried through to the Union Station, in- 
to the city, 
with proper and dignified connections 
with the business and hotel districts. 

“West of Union Station less width is 
maintained to a point beyond Jefferson 
avenue, where it continues along Law- 
ten avenue at such width as can best 
be secured with the least damage to 
existing buildings. Approaching Grand 
evenue the parkway branches into Lin- 
dell and Forest Park boulevards, and 
the intervening spaces are occupied with 
open plazas around, and in which, shou:d 
be grouped buildings of a public. and 
semi-public nature which, by reason of 
this most central location, would be con- 
venient to all sections of the city. The 
axis of the parkway, which, in the plan,

Examples of Improvement. 

The report deals with the city im- 
provement work that has been done in 
American cities of the first class. At- 
tention is called to the improvements 
that are now being made in Washington 
and to the park systems of Boston and 
Kansas City. These are pointed out as 
examples of what could be done in St. 
Louis. The association recommends an 
outer. park system, for taking in and 
beautifying many sections of St. Louis 
County. 

The report makes some suggestions 
for the improvement of traffic condi- 
tions, such as the widening of Thir- 
teenth street at Locust street, the wid- 
ening of Washington avenue from Jef- 
ferson avenue to Grand avenue; direct 
connections from Lindell avenue into 
Locust street at Channing avenue, the 
continuation of Gravois avenue beyond 
Fighteenth street, its present terminus, 
to Twelfth street, and a more direct 
connection from Natural Bridge road 
into Jefferson avenue. 

Regulation of Wactertes, 

There should also be regulation of fac- 
tories, such as confining them to cer- 
tain districts, it says. It is suggest- 
ed that steps should be taken to fore- 
stall the location of factories along the 
western belt. line, to prevent the depre- 
ciation of much valuable residence prop- 
erty.

The motorman was taken to the Sou- 
lard Street Station and held there while 
the police were investigating the af- 
fair, but later was released. 

Gross had taken his son with him to 
the grocery and they were returning 
when. the boy left his father’s side and 
started to run across the’ street to his 
home.

Name?’ It is true he isn’t much of a 
hero, but’ he is the nearest thing there | 
is to one in the book, all the characters 
in which are more or less contemptible. 
This isn't by way of saying the author 
hasn't made a readable story, for it is 
intensely interesting, though «you are 
thankful that it depicts phases and 
types of life that must be-rare, even 
in the theatrical Hfe of the nation’s 
metropolis. 

“What's-His-Name,"’ whose real cog- 
nomen we never get any nearer than 
the prenomen, Harvey, is such an 
egregious ass that it is hard to believe 
anybody like him ever really _ lived, 
though he may not be unknown in the 
shadows off New York’s “Great White 
Way." He once was the ice cream 
soda mixer at the leading drug store in 
Blakeville. His ability to swing a lem- 
onade from one g!iass to another across 
his shoulders without getting his neck 
wet charmed Nellie, the Town Marshal’s 
daughter. So they were wed, with no 
more than his $10 a week to live on. 
Then they were stung by the city bug 
and to Chicago they went. Nellie had 
studied elocution and music and she de- 
cided to help the family exchequer by 
getting a place as a chorus girl. Har- 
vey clerked in a drug store. The re- 
sult was that Nellie went up and Har- 
vey, who couldn't dream of doing any- 
thing »but mix soda drinks, went down 
relatively. She had found the golden 
road to fame and soon she became a 
New York star. 80, when the story 
opens, she is established there wth 
two homes, one in the suburbs, where 
the makes Harvey stay with the baby, 
end the other downtown, where she 
herself Hves to be convenient to her 
theater. Besides, she didn’t want to 
mix her private with'her public affairs. 

Of course Nellie is perfectly sin- 
cere and honest with herself when 
she makes this arrangement, but do- 
mestic disaster attends it. She. be- 
gins to entertain other men, They 
learn her secret—that she has a hus- 
band and what is more to the vent 
she pays for his upkeep. He become 
the guy of New York, a pitiful figure, 
pointed out wherever he goes as 
“What’s-His-Name—Nellie Duluth’s 
husband,” Duluth being, of course, 
only a stage name. All men look 
upon him with contempt because he 
is content to live on hig wife. She 
really idolized him once, and it is 
hard for a woman to turn her 
back on her first great love, Nel- 
lie stood by him a long time while 
everybody else laughed, but the break 
finally came. Fairfax, a financier. 
won her away from her scruples. The 
only touch of manhood Harvey re- 
veals in this domestic crisis ig to 
hurl his puny Httle body against the 
huge bulk of Fairfax, when the finan- 
cler galls at the suburban home from 
which Nellie has been absent months 
to offer him money to allow Nellie to 
get a divorce so she can marry him. 
Fairfax nearly kills him, but the 
reader is thankful Harvey exhibited 
a little pluck anyway. But he is 
quickly restored to our contempt by 
his determined effort to hang onto 
his meal ticket, though he makes 
himself believe he will try to get a 
job so he can at least pay hig own 
way. Finally Nellie closés up her 
suburban and town homes and rushes 
off to Reno, taking the child with 
her, She is going for her health, she 
says, but it is really to get a divorce. 
She shuts off his allowance and it’s 
all up with Harvey in the city, so he 
goes back to Blakeville and starts 
over again at the soda fountain at $10 
a week. He finds a sympathetic friend 
in a rich uncle, who stakes him to 
good clothes, cigars, etc., to enable him 
to make a prosperous appearance. Then 
the uncle dies and leaves him a little 
fortune. He is barely established be- 
fore Nellie files her divorce petition. 
To his amazement she charges him 
with greater misconduct than  Lo- 
thario was ever guilty of. As a 
matter of fact, he had never. thought 
of another woman and Nellie knew it, 
but couldn't resist the chance for fun, 
The papers were full of the case and 
Harvey became the idol of the hum- 
drum town.

Two things, aside from his adven- 
tures, may be noted about the hero 
in ‘this dashing tale. First in his 
love for Henley’s verse, which he 
hurls at Cynthia whenever his own 
thoughts lag a bit. But he spares her 
“Invictus,” the captain-of-my-soul 
thing that most Henleyites mutter in 
their sleep. 

The other remarkable thing about 
him is the. value of the watch he 
carried until just before, chapter 1.

OR those who are seeking after 
r evidence in support of religious 
faith that mankind is helped by 
invisible forces, Helen R. Albée’s auto- 
biographica] story which she hag called 
“The Gleam,” will be welcome.

mained long enough for her to mem- 
orize and draw it. That was the be- 
ginning of her success in designing. On 
many other occasions, such visions aided 
| her in her life’s work. She also tells of 
some startling successes in telepathy, 
and'how she was in constant communi- 
cation with a ‘‘voice,’’ which, like the 
“still, small voice’’ that spoke to Elijah, 
not only gave her good advice as to 
important steps in life, but was a moral 
preceptor, -But she warns against too 
much reliance on the unseen, urging the 


exercise of individual] intelligence and 
will. For her experience showed, as is 
testified to by others, that the gift of 
communicating with the invisible power 
or powers is apt to be withdrawn, as if 
to throw a man on his own resources, 
lest he become too helpless and over- 
confident. As a contribution to the 
newer thought, this book is more help- 
ful and convincing than the books of 
assertion and affirmation that have be- 
come so numerous. Here is actual ex- 
perience, the ups and downs of an inter- 
esting life, told with candor and a de- 
sire to place the reader in a position to 
receive similar aid. (Henry Holt & Co., 
New York.)

“A YEAR IN A COAL MINE.” 
OSEPH HUSBAND went down to 
J work in a coal mine 10 days after 
his graduation from Harvard. He 
has undertaken to tell his readers what 
he saw. during the year in the mine, 
where he worked as an unskilled labor- 
er. He did not go there with the in- 
tention of writing his impressions. He 
went to gain practical knowledge which 
might help him ‘‘follow the business suc- 
cessfully. He seems to have gone down 
into the mine with certain things in 
his mind. He came out of it with 
these thimgs and nothing more, judg- 
ing by what he tells in his book, which 
he calls “A Year in Coal Mine.’’ He ap- 
parently had no sympathy for the 
workers who spend their days and 
years in the bowels of the earth, nor 
did he gain any after he worked with 
them. At least, the book does not 
show it. It is mostly a story of me- 
chanical aspects of mine life, mechan- 
ically told. There are happenings in 
the book incident to coal mining which 
could have been truly thrilling in the 
hands of a writer. Apparently Hus- 
band is not a writer. He never men- 
tions his companions in a manner 
which would make the reader feel that 
the author ever became one of the 
men. He appurently was a mere out- 
side observer. In one case he censures 
the miners who leave the mine because 
it has been shut down. He intimates 
that a strong man ‘might earn as high 
as $2.2 a day.”’ On this magnificent 
sum the miner has to live while he 
works and the days he does not work, 
meet his doctor bills, ete., and save for 
a rainy day. Still, if the mine shuts 
down on account of an explosion or a 
fire, the author would havé the minera 
wait in idleness until the mine opens 
again. He fails to see the tragedy tn 
the life of the miner, who has to roam 
from place tv place as a result of 1r- 
cidents over which he has no control. 
In a later chapter he tells of a score 
of miners who through loyalty to the 
company stayed and were sent down 
the mine before it wag safe for them 
to go down and who met their death 
there. Even these incidents are told 
in so mechanical a manner as to make 
the reader believe that certain humau

Miller denied Saturday that there is 
any friction between him and directors 
of Union Electric.

Louls for an 
injunction restraining the enforcement 
of the ordinance reducing the price of 
electric current was made af his sug- 
gestion and has his approval. 

“The ordinance will .be overthrow, 
and the Union Electric will fix its price. 
for current, which will probably be re- 
duced, and the business will be carried 
on as before,’’ he said. “I conferred 
with the Public Service Commission and 
with city officials, and know the gro'lnd 
well. The public will get tue benefit cof 
future lower rates after the ordinance 
is declared itnvalid.’’ 

Miller said that if he decided to leave 
St. Louis it will be with regret, but that 
the change is purely a business propo- 
sition with him.

They had qa hard time get- 
ting Hoga down to 133 _ pounds. 
Every day they put sweaters on him 
until he was covered with about an 
inch of wool and made him run 12 
miles on the road. The last few 
pounds had to be fairly baked off, and 
when he went into the ring he was 
so weak at the weight that he 
couldn’t recuperate after getting Wol- 
gast’s hard body punches.” 

Hogan may go on fighting, but if he 
coes it will never be at 133 pounds 
ringside again. Like McFarland, he will 
be between the lightweight and the 
welterweight class. ; 

Moran is matched to fight Wolgast in 
California. The poor showing he made 
against McFarland—far worse than Mur- 
phy’s—is excused on the ground that, 
lke Wolgast, he is a small lightweight 
and can easily fight under 130 pounds. 

McFarland Too Heavy. 

Packey McFarland will not have a 
chance to gather the title while the 
championship weight is held to he 133 
pounds ringside. He is just a little 
over weight, and would have to take off 
a couple of pounds of vitality necessary 
to make it. But he is as much a light- 
weight as was Joe Gans until Battling 
Nelson forced Gans to weigh in at that 
killing 133, pounds ringside in fighting 
togs at Goldfield. 

Whatever class he holds he is the 
master boxer of them all. McFarland 
has everything—brains, strength, skill, 


courage, speed. His boxing is a marvel

of perfect timing. He is always aggres- 
Sive, yet his defense is of the best, and 
te seldom misses a chance to land a 
blow. Packey’s greatest work is done 
when he makes the other man miss and 
drives his own glove straight throvgh 
whatever opening is left. His upper- 
cutting of Tommy Murphy was the most 
scientific ever seen in the ring. 

“K. 0.” Brown, of course, is still a 
question that Wolgast will have to 
solve. Some Western papers this week 
quote Jones, Wolgast’s manager to the 
effect that Wolgast has offered to fight 
Brown 20 rounds in California, and has 
been offered a $9000 purse, and that 
Brown cannot be induced to meet him 
again. The fact is just the opposite. 
Brown is anxious to fight Wolgast 10 
rounds or 20, or to a finish. He hasn't 
heard.of any California offer, and when 
Brown’s manager asked Jones for a 
match with Wolgast last Wednesday 
night at the Hogan fight, Jones said 
Wolgast had too many engagements 
ahead to give Brown any consideration, 
either now or in the near future. 

Brown's specialty is rushing. He goes 
in against the punches. The harder he 
is hit the faster He rushes in again. 

Wolgast has many championship qual- 
ities, although he doesn’t always show 
them, being fond of “stalling.’”’ He 1s as 
tough as Battling Nelson. He hits much 
harder. He knows more about boxing 
than Nelson ever knew. He makes a 
specialty of- body punching, which is the 
most useful thing in a long fight. 

Where Murphy Fails. — 

Tommy Murphy’s fault is that he hits 

short too much. He gets this from his 


fondness for fighting in clinches and at 


close quarters. He is one of the hardest 
hitters in the game. Tommy shows up 
best against a slugger. 

Owen Moran is fairly clever, and a 
good puncher. He stands straight, is 
very confident and throws his weight 
into his swings and _ straight punches 
every time he lets one go. 

The lightweight situation has nar- 
rowed down to Wolgast and Brown. 
Wolgast has had 16 rounds of fighting 
with Brown, and hasn’t hurt him. 
Perhaps if he had fought against Brown 
the way he fought against Hogan he 
might have stopped him, but that’sythe 
thing he'll have to prove. If Wolgast 
and Brown would fight 20 rounds in 
the West all discussions would be set- 
tled, 

Battling Nelson still thinks he can 
“come back’’ and defeat his conqueror. 
But as no one else in the country agrees 
with him there is little chance of a 
match between Wolgast and the Dane. 
On the Pacific Coast, where Nelson lost 
to both Wolgast and Moran, follow- 
ers of the sport think it would be almost 
criminal to matgh Nelson up again 
with either one. They are satisfied that 
Nelson’s fighting days were over when 
he fought Moran. After the defeat by 
Wolgast Bat went down hill rapidly.

NEW YORK, April 29.—James J. Jef- 
fries, former world’s heavyweight 
champion, has come out of his retire- 


ment long enough to: give his expert 
opinion on the standing of Ad Wolgast, 
whose bout with “One Round” Hogan, 
which Jeffries witnessed the other 
night. 

“Wolgast is the best lightweight in 
the world,” says Jeffries. “He is a 
} fighter pure’ and simple He doesn’t 
pretend to be a fancy boxer. There's 
no doubt about his gameness and hit- 
ting qualities which make a cham- 
pion. 

“He has wonderful stamina and im- 
proves as the battie progresses. I think 
he will whip Moran, who is his most 
dangerous opponent, and I intend to 
back him, even though I will not be by 
the ringside. It is possible that Wol- 
gast was afraid to cut loose against 
“Knockout” Brown, because of his 
weak left arm, but as that member is 
strong again I expect him to beat all 
comers.”’ 

Wolgast’s next fight is a 2-round 
bout with Frankie Burns, the Califor- 
nia, lightweight in San Francisco on May 
29. Wolgast is confident that he ean 
stop Burns hefore the limit is reached.

DIVORCE, MONEY 
FORBRIDE BACK 


Stephen George of East Side 
Camp Gets a Refund of $1000 
on Marriage Deal. 


GIRL CAUSES TROUBLE 


Battle Royal Was Fought Over 
Her After Sale to Another 
Suitor Failed. 


Stephen George, one of the band of 
gypsies frequently in camp on the Col- 
linsville road north of East St. Louis, 
has obtained a divorce in Kansas City 
from his $1050 bride. 

This is _the first gypsy divorce ever 
obtained fn this country and a feature 
of it appealing to disappointed husbands 
is that George forced his father-in-law, 
Peter Stanley, to refund $1000 of the 
$1060 purchase~price of the girl. 

In court the husband said his bride 
slipped away from his camp while the 
sun, was not shining and went to St. 
Louis, where she is alleged to have 
married another man, a former sweet- 
heart, who figured in an episode among 
the gypsies camped near East St. Louis 
The father, although feel- 
ing much depressed over rebating $1000 
on the. bride, defended her name by 
explaining to the Court that his daugh- 
ter had been ‘divorced according to 
gypsy rites and was perfectly free, ac- 
cording to the faith of her people to 
remarry, 

Excitement in Camp. 

The man she is supposed to have mar- 
ried is George Mitchell. She was en- 
gaged to him and he had negotiated 
with her father by mail from his camp 
in Alabama, agreeing to pay him $1200 
for the girk MitcheH came on for the 
wedding and there were elaborate prep- 
arations made in the gypsy camp near 
Lansdowne for the event. 

When Mitchell arrived his prospective 
fatheg-in-law broke the news to him 
that he had been offered more for the 
girl and would have to raise the price 
to $1500. ° Mitchell refused to pay this 
amount and the affair was declared 
off. Then: Mitchell presented Stanley 
with a bill for $66.25, demanding reim- 
bursement for a new suit of clothes 
bought for the wedding at an outlay of 
$9.75, traveling expenses, etc. 

The old man paid this bill after a 
free-for-all fight in the gypsy camp, 
following which the whole tribe was ar- 
rested. 

Father Loses Money. 

The girl meanwhile liked Mitchell and 
threatened to run away if she was not 
allowed to marry him. Mitchell went 
back home after the justice court trials 
resulting from the fight and Stanley 
sought another match for his daugh- 
ter. From tribe to tribe news of the 
trouble was carried and the father 
found some difficulty in finding another 
suitor. He finally marked the girl down 
from $1500 to $1050 and at this price she 
was- taken by Stephen George. 

Now that Stanley has been forced 
to rebate $1000 of the money he finds 
himself $16.2% out on his daughter's 
matrimonial affairs. He has $0 of 
George’s money, ‘but he paid Mitchell 
$66.25, leaving a small balance on the 
wrong side of the family account.
